Not Longer Than Ninety Days-E- x- 
tensions 
Powers of Lawmakers. 
Restrictions Placed 
Money. 


It is 
now pretty 
generally 
known 
that the Legislature 
will 
convene at 
noon on Wednesday of next week. Un 
less a message is received 
from 
Presi- 
dent Dole by the steamer 
today, the 
address to the Senators and Represen- 
tatives now being prepared by Acting 
President Cooper, will be heard as the 
voice of the Government and the 
ad- 
vice of the Chief Magistrate and his 
associates in the conduct of executive 
affairs. 
When will the session end? 
This 
question 
concerning the 
Legislature 
has been asked a good many times. 
It would take a rather wise individ- 
ual to make anything like a correct 
answer, even by approximation 
with 
weeks as leeway. 
A couple of weeks 
might suffice to handle the business. 
It is of record abroad, however, that 
Legislatures generally sit right up to 
the time limit 
The Hawaiian Consti- 
tution says on this subject: 
Each. session of the Legislature shall 
continue not longer than ninety days, 
excluding 
Sundays and holidays. 
Provided 
however, 
that the Presi- 
dent, with the approval of the Cabinet 
may extend such session for not more 
than thirty days.

ing any session, for more than three 
days, or sine die, without the consent 
of the other. 
If either 
House 
shall 
so 
adjourn 
without the consent of the other, the 
other House may proceed 
to legislate 
as though It were the sole legislative 
body, and may exercise 
the full pow- 
ers of the Legislature. 
Special 
sessions 
of the Legislature 
shall be held at such times as may be 
indicated by the President In manner 
herein provided; or upon 
the call of 
the Presiding 
Officer of 
the Senate, 
when requested in writing so to do by 


two-thir- 
ds 
of the members of the Sen- 
ate; or at such other times as are here- 
in specially provided. 
Appropriation 
bills 
can 
be 
Intro- 
duced by members of the Cabinet only. 
To 
become a law an act must be 
voted for by 
two-thir- ds 
of the "elec- 
tive members." 
The President has the right of veto. 
The Legislature consists of a Senate 
and 
House 
of Representatives, 
with 
a President and Speaker respectively 
and other officers. 
W. C. Wilder- - will 
doubtless 
continue as President of the 
Senate. 
John Lot Kaulukou will prob- 
ably be Speaker of the House. 
Mem- 
bers of the diplomatic and consular 
corps and officers of the navle3 
repre- 
sented in port will be invited formally 
to attend the opening of the Legisla- 
ture next week.

THREE 
DECISIONS. 


Supreme Court Sustains the 
Cir- 
cuit Court. 
The Supreme 
Coart overruled 
the 
exceptions taken to the Circuit Court 
verdict ia tbe ease of Kauaiii vs. G. K. 
Kafoipahia, et aL yesterday aad 
de- 
cided that a mortgagor is eatitled 
to 
possession as against all persons other 
than the mortgagee and those claiming 
under 
him. 
Payment of 
the 
mort- 
gagee debt whea or before it is due 
revests the 
title 
ia the 
mortgagor 
without a recoaveyance. 
Tbe Supreme Court has overruled 
the 
exceptions 
takea 
by 
Charlotte 
Boyd to the 
verdict 
of the 
Circuit 
Court ia favor of Joha GandalL 
The 
Coart holds that it is not contrary to 
the Coosuration for a Judge to pre 
side over a jury on a second trial of 
a case, when on the first trial, the 
same Jadge presiding, there was a dis- 
agreement of the jury aad the Judge 
had givea ao judgment. 
The action 
of a jury in a former case affords no 
rule for their action ia the case before 
them. Bribery cannot be inferred from 
the expenditure by a juror who Is a 
poor man, 
in improvements 
on 
his 
premises, without other incriminating 
evidence. 
Tbe Supreme Court also overruled 
yesterday the exceptions takea to the 
overruling of a motion to arrest judg- 
ment made by William P. Hickey in 
the First Circuit Court. W. P. Hickey 
was indicted f$r manslaughter 
in the 
Fourth Circuit Court for the alleged 
causing of the death of a Chinaman 
employed 
ia the cane field. 
In the 
opinion of the 
Attorney-Genera- l, 
aad 
upoa 
his motion 
to 
that 
effect, 
a 
change of venue was granted on the 
ground that owing to the excitement 
at the scene of the action a fair trial 
could not be secured. 
After 
convic- 
tion in the First Circuit Court, the de- 
fendant moved in arrest of judgment 
oa the ground that the Court had no 
proper jurisdiction, that the case was 
properly triable ia the Fourth Circuit 
Court, 
and the 
venue was 
changed 
without sufficient reasons. 
The Court holds that the motion in 
arrest of judgment was properly over- 
ruled. 
At 
the trial, 
the 
defendant 
mane no motion tor change of venue 
nor did he claim that he could 
rec-eiv- e 
no impartial 
trial. 
The Court rules 
that the change of venue Is in the 
sound discretion of the Court, and, if 
such discretion i3 not abused, its exer- 
cise Is not ground for arresting 
judg- 
ment.

--If it shseH ever be incorporated 
into this Unien, which I have no idea 
can be done bui by altering the Con- 
stitution. I believe it will be the greats 
est curse that cooH at present befall 
as. 
Louisiana must and "vrill 


become 
settled.

to the

mense distance of two or three thou- 
sand 
miles 
from 
the capital 
of the 
Tnioa; 
their affections 
sill 
become 
alienated; they

effect a. separation. 
"We have 
already territory enough." 
If Senator White revisited 
the Senate today, and was in 
troduced as a ghostly visitor to 
the "Senator 
from Kansas."

then shown a map of Alaska, 
we fear that he would reply: 
"Gentlemen, 
please don't 
'joll- 
y5 a poor ghost who got a lit

Althoogb. the X. T. Evening Post re- 
joices in saying nasty things about us, 
it heartily advocates doctrines which,

nexation in spite of its 
angry-protest- s. 
The Post 
shows 
conclusively 
that 
the territorial expansion of Great Bri- 
tain is entirely due to the demands-- of 
commerce. 
Foreign 
stations 
are oc- 
cupied simply as commercial 
outposts, 
and are 
armed 
simply 
to 
keep 
off 
enemies. 
Then the Post shows that the Amer- 
ican policy of building up home mar- 
kets, and the keeping out of foreign 
goods, is aTfwrong; that it forbids Am- 
erican 
ships from 
bringing 
cargoes 
home from foreign ports; that it pre- 
vents 
other-natio- 
ns 
from 
prospering 
and kills off their means of making 
money withVwhich to "buy American 
products; that irtfeats foreign 'nations 


as if they were simply oranges to be 
sucked, and then thrown away. 
The 
Post claims that the contrary policy 
would make American ships abound on 
the 
Pacific, 
and would restore 
the 
splendid commercial marine which, was 
killed by the protective tariff. 
The logic of this argument is that if 
the condition existed which the Post 
desires, the American merchants would 
mob any man who opposed annexation. 
America 
would 
demand 
annexation 
with unanimous consent, for the pos- 
session of this great exchanging depot 
of the Pacific 
The existence here of a 
half million at Asiatics would even be 
an advantage to the United States. If 
thev consumed American goods. 
The 
American merchant wants money, just 
as our merchants want it, and he will 
take it from any race that will part 
with it. 
With a large American commerce in 
the 
Pacific 
the 
Postfs 
arguments 
against annexation, would be the 
op- 
position of a 
grass-hopp- 
er 
to a cannon 
ball train. 
The economic doctrines of the Post, 
the Xatioa and Harper's Weekly are 
entirely in the line of territorial 
ex- 
pansion. 
Their 
political 
doctrines, 
confined 
to Hawaii, are opposed to it. 
Fortunately 
for us, the American 
merchants are beginning to watch the 
rim of the doHar, just rising like the 
rising sun, above the horison of the 
Orient.

THE 
HAUAI 
MURDER 
CASE. 


The Supreme 
Conrr, in the 
case of Kapea, charged with 
the murder of Dr. Smith, has 
rendered an important decision 
on one branch of 
the 
case. 
Judge 
Perry 
instructed 
the 
jury that they must find the 
prisoner guilty of murder in 
the first degree only, if the evi- 
dence was clear that the crime 
was committed with deliberate 
premeditated malice, and that, 
on 
such evidence' they could 
not find him guilty of a crime 
in any less degree. 
The objection taken to the 
charge was that the law per- 
mits the jury to find the degree 
of murder, and the Court was 
wrons: in its instructions. 
The Court holds that if there 
was 
evidence 
showing 
that 
only manslaughter, and not de- 
liberate murder was 
commit- 
ted, the jury did have the right 
to find the lesser crime. 
But 
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there was no evidence showing 
the lesser crime. 
All of the 
evidence showed an iuteut to 
commit deliberate murder, aud 
Judge Perry was correct in in- 
structing the jury that they 
must find die prisoner guilty or 
not guilty of murder iu the 
first degree only. 
The opinion of the Court is 
sustaiued by many decisions of 
tlie Federal and State Courts, 
If the jury had found the pris- 
oner guilty of the lesser offen- 
se, it would not have been in 
accordance with the law and 
the fact. 
The other points made on be- 
half of the prisoners did not go 
to the substance of the crime, 
but simply attacked the regu- 
larity of tlie procedure. 
The community may be satis- 
fied that the prisoners have 
had a full, and most impartial 
trial. 
In its rulings, the trial 
Court gave the prisoners the 
benefit of any doubtful ques 
tions in tlie matter of evidence.

"The above question here comes up 
in unusual form. 
We wish not to lack 
humanity or sympathy. 
But is there 
no 
righteousness 
in 
the 
sentiment 
which demands that infamy shall fol 
low beyond death a monster of loath- 
some and pitiless crime? 
Is it no in- 
dignity to the honorable dead for the 
remains of such a foul wretch to be 
associated 
with 
theirs? 
Let us 
go 
slow in denouncing a righteous and 
honorable sentiment. 
There are some 
wretches who should be buried only 
with a stake driven through them to 
express the public abhorrence of their 
devilishness." 
Three hundred years ago such senti- 
ments 
were 
common. 
The 
religious 
authorities especially entertained them. 
They created the Inquisition for their 
special treatment. 
The greatest mon 
ster in crime was a heretic 
He was 
followed 
beyond 
the grave. 
Even a 
stake was driven 
into his 
body, 
if 
there was any of it left, after the reli- 
gious teachers had as the Friend says, 
"expressed the public abhorrence 
of 
their" devilishness." 
The English 
ex- 
posed the head of a traitor over the: 
gate of the tower. 
Pirates and other 
monsters were hung in chains on the 
banks of the Thames. Murderers were 
buried at the 
cross-road- s. 
Christian 
burial to those punished for infamous 
crime was refused. 
Today, the State acting upon an en 
lightened sentiment, which Dr. Bishop 
must regard as sadly mistaken, utterly 
discards the spirit of revenge, punishes 
crime as the only way, however dis- 
tressing, of preventing it, and makes 
that punishment the least painful. 
It 
repudiates the practice of the Inquisi- 
tors, and the bigots of the older days, 
who 
would 
follow 
the 
unfortunate 
criminal beyond the grave. 
The spirit of Dr. Bishop's comment 
would erect a gibbet at the entrance 
of the harbor, and hang up in chains 
in view of passing ships, those pun- 
ished for revolting crime, such crime 
as was recently committed on another 
island. 
Thank 
God that this spirit is 
not the spirit of Humanity, that is, it 
is not xhe spirit of Christ. That spirit 
of revenge cannot now be invoked. If 
the Friend must rid itself of a super 
abundance of "revenge," let it blow 
it- 
self off on 
the Japanese beetle. 
Thousands of those who abhor Dur 
rani's devilish crime, regard with sor 
row and pity the victim orthat mys- 
tery of heredity which so often sends 
into this world creatures without any 
moral sense, just as Idiots, 
imbeciles 
and insane are brought into the world. 
Thousands, 
again, 
were 
humane 
enough 
to pity and even aid the 
un- 
happy mother, who with a mother's 
love refused to believe that she could 
have transmitted the ferocity of a wild 
beast to her own offspring. 
"When the 
State handed back to her the dead, 
the real Humanity saw in it only a 
mother, asking for a final disposition, 
not in the name of the criminal, but in 
the name of a guiltless mother.

Xo party 
dared to boldly 
deny the 
necessity 
of increased taxation, 
but 
refused to face it. 
It says the people 
are 
fickle, and 
must be made to realize that expan 
sion in all directions, including arma 
ments costs money, and must be paid 
for. 
Count Innouye, the new Minister of 
Foreign Affairs is said to be in favor 
of reducing armaments. 
The domestic, difficulties, which were 
very embarrassing even at the time the 
immigrants were sent back from this 
port, are still more complicated, owing 
to the increasing 
national 
expenses. 
The Hawaiian affair cuts no figure in 
Japanese politics. 
Xo doubt the peo 
ple believe that Hawaii will get the 
worst of it before the arbitrator, 
and 
the frowning attitude of our own jin 
goes has struck terror into the hearts 
of the Japanese statesmen. 
The Japanese 
editor 
of the "Far 
East" says: 
'In conclusion 
we may 
add a few words 
to explain what we 
understand by the policy of expansion. 
That we do not necessarily mean terri 
torial 
expansion, has been 
indicated 
on more than one occasion. 
What we 
desire is, tp become an active factor 
in international politics. 
We wish to 
be sure that the preservation 
of our 
national 
existence, the protection 
of 
our national interests, and the main 
tenance of the peace of the Far East 
are secured 
by our own will and pow- 
er." 
This sounds reasonable and patriotic. 
When the people of Japan were pulled 
out of their seclusion 
in 1S51, by the 
rough mailed hand of the Anglo-Sax- on 
they were told in honeyed words, that 
it was done for the "good of mankind." 
They have.however, 
discovered 
that it 
is in a large measure, only to be cast 
into the vast scrapple ring of the civil- 
ized nations, where the chief diversion 
is the tough game of "skin my neigh 
bor." Xo wonder Japanese statesmen 
are asking "where are we at?"

It is a well known fact that the 
Hawaiian hotel has been filled to over- 
flowing 
for some 
weeks past 
In a 
talk yesterday with Colonel 
Macfar- 
lane, who was found at the hotel in 
the midst 
of the improvements and 
changes that 
are being 
carried 
on 
there, he said that the number of tour- 
ists who called there for accommoda- 
tions during the months 
of January 
and February, 
was not much greater 
than during previous winter seasons, 
when people came from the States for 
a few weeks to avoid the cold weather. 
This first class tourist travel has 
al- 
ways been 
from 
25 to 
30 per cent 
From outward appearances, one would 
think the hotel had really been unable 
to accommodate 
the people who called 
there to be provided 
for. 
In one sense 
this is correct. 
The 25 or 30 per cent 
just mentioned, having been disposed 
of, it remains to be seen what con 
stituted the remainder. 
It seems that 
the majority of these, 
people attracted 
by annexation talk, have come down 
seeking situations 
and who, after a 
day or two at the hotel, have gone in 
search of second class accommodations 
on account of their anticipated extend 
ed stay and requiring cheaper rates. 
The 30 per cent, the first class tourists 
proper, have all been provided 
for. 
In regard 
to the improvements at 
the hotel, 
a great 
deal 
has already 
been 
said. 
Positive information was 
given the Advertiser, yesterday morn- 
ing by Colonel Macfarlane, 
who spoke 
as follows: 
"The contract for building the new, 
modern, 
fire-pro- 
of 
kitchen, has been 
awarded Fred. Harrison 
who breaks 
ground today for the foundation 
Mr. 
Harrison has made himself liable to 
the payment of a penalty in case he 
does not finish the building in eight 
weeks. 
Mr. Traphagen, the architect, 
brought with him from the East, the 
plans and specifications 
for this build- 
ing, which will be complete with bak 
ery, china, silver and glass ware clos 
ets, sculleries, store

reads: 
"Whoever

guilty of murder in the first degree 
shall suffer the punishment of death." 
If a man suffers 
who is not guilty, 
how 
does that suffering release 
the 
person who is guilty? 
We hear that it has been held by 
some Courts that in a case like the is 
one presented the person confessing 
is 


the crime 
cannot 
be punished. 
But 
in 
forty-fiv- e 
different States, it is im- 
possible to say what the Courts would 
hold. 
Until there are some uniform 
decisions 
in 
such 
a case, 
we should 
say that there 
was 
no general law 
on the subject 
But reasoning

principles, we would say that the con-

might 
be punished.

MARRIAGE 
LAWS CHANGED. 


The formalities preceding marriage 
in France, which have hitherto been of 
a formidable character, have been mo- 
dified, no doubt in view of the dwind- 
ling population of the republic. 
Men 
over 25 and women over 21 can now be 
united without 
the consent 
of their 
parents, after presenting a single re- 
spectful notification 
of 
their 
intent 
and waiting one month before 
preced- 
ing to extremes. 
Consenting parents 
are no longer obliged to have recourse 
a notary and a formal deed, but may 
go to the municipal office and register 
i 
the permission free of cost. 
When the 
parents are divorced the consent of the 
innocent party will suffice, and when 
they are dead, missing or imprisoned a 
mere oath fully attested, will serve in 
place of legal proof.

CHANGE 


The Beginning Is With the 
United States Cavalry. 


First a Hussar Helmet 
Next Hes- 
sian Boots 
Artillery and 
Infantry-- 


Effect 
On Militia. 


Great changes are to be made in the 
dress uniform 
of 
the 
United 
States 
army and distinctive uniforms are to 
lie provided for the several branches of 
the service, says the New York Sun. 
The cavalry 
will 
receive 
attention 
first, 
because 
its present dress 
uni- 
form is unsuitable for the work, and 
because it is, as in other countries, the 
"show" corps of the army. 
Its officers 
are men who stood high in their class 
at "West Point 
" The men are the dan- 
dies of the service, a superior class of 
men, who take pride in their appear 
ance and spend part of their pay in 
having their 
dress 
uniforms refitted, 
and sometimes, it is said, replaced with 
uniforms of better cut and material 
than those supplied by the Government 
contractor. 
On parade and for 
cere- 
monies the cavalry now wears a heavy 
and ugly helmet, 
about as unsuitable 
for a rider as the bearskin hat of a 
drum major. 
The trousers worn are 
not riding trousers, 
and 
the yellow 
facings 
scarcely 
serve to relieve the 
plainness-o- f 
the dark blue coat'. 
The change to 
a 
hussar 
uniform, 
with it black fur busby, 
tight tunic, 
braided across the breast, riding trous- 
ers and Hessian boots, will put our fine 
cavalry on a par 
with 
the 
English, 
French, German and Austrian cavalry. 
It is almost inevitable that the 
uni- 
forms of the infantry and artillery will 
also be made more attractive to bring 
them up to the smartness of the caval- 
ry. 
As stated, changes 
in their head- 
gear 
are 
probable. 
The 
suggestion 
that for the artillery there should be 
adopted a busby similiar to those worn 
by our cavalry in the Revolution is 
warmly approved 
by 
many 
officers. 
This busby, an inverted bowl of felt or 
metal, 
fits the head snugly and 
will 
not fall off during rapid riding or driv- 
ing. Surmounted 
with an adaptation of 
the Indian crest or headdress it would 
be distinctly American. 
The busby is 
not worn anywhere in the world at 
present, which gives it great merit in 
the eyes of those 
who do not like to 
see American 
soldiers 
dress like for 
eigners. 
One curious 
effect of the change 
of 
uniform in the army will be that it will ' 


. 
cause a change in the dress uniform 
of ' 


I 


officers of every 
State in the Union 
and a majority of the men wear uni- 
forms strongly 
resembling 
the 
uni- 
forms of the army, and as State laws 
in most of the States and usuage 
in 
them all require that the State troops 
conform to the dress, drill and discip- 
line of the army, changes from their 
present uniforms are inevitable. 


It is both the law and custom here 
to copy United 
States uniforms and 
drill regulations. 
If a change is made 
over there it will be followed here. At 
present 
the 
N. 
G. 
H. is practically 
without dress uniforms.
